WHEN this pamphlet was undertaken, the 
Author had no thought of fwelling it to it's prefent 
bulk ; but communicating his defign to his friends, 
they favoured him with various particulars of in- 
formation. Some of thefe accommodated themfelves 
to his original plan, if he can be fuppofed to have 
had any, but others were more intractable. Still 
aware of the value even of disjointed materials, which 
his profeiEon would not afford him leifure to com- 
paiSl into a regular narrative, and confcious that thefe 
ftieets, rude and imperfeft as they are, may ferve to 
promote a publication lefs unworthy of its fubjeil:, 
he difmifles his prefent work without any laboured 
apology for the errors that may be detefted in it ; 
claiming, indeed, fome merit on account of intelli- 
gence, but not the leaft on the fcore of arrangement 
or compofition. He takes the fame opportunity to 
obfervc, that many curious anecdotes of extraordi- 
nary perfons have been unfortunately loft, becaufe

" The exHbitioii wai begun with a grand proceffion; from 
the village to a gwit floofe (dcoptby the De«l about a 
quarter of a mile off, when he tried in Tain to ere^ a 
bridge acrojii fFinJtnutn ; fo the people, tirtlike the reft of 
the world, hav-e remained a Tery good fort of people evet 
fince). I fay the ptoceflion was begun by the minftrej* of 
five ^arifhes, and were followed by a yeortian on bull-back 
— you ftare ! — flop then till I inform you that this adept 
had fo farclvilifcd his bull,, that he would fufi'er the yeoma^ 
to mouut.his back, and even loplay upon his fiddle therci 
The managers bdbught hin> to join the proceflion ; but thtf

"Rtyntyzt \AIJ HegarJ might hare fucceeded in' tlic dramatic 
line, and before a ruflic audience, his poems of a different 
form are every way contemptible! Want of grammar, metre, 
fenfe, and decency, are their' invariable charaflerifticg. This 
opinion is founded on a thorough examination of a wholo 
bundle of them, tranfmitted by a friend lloce the £rft public 
cation of this pamphlet. 

Such an unfavourable, though juft defcription of thefe 
pieces, ought to reflet' no blame on my original coirefpon- 
dent, who has fpoken fo freely of the pleafuro he once received 
from other works of the fame r.uthor. I am furc that Mr. 
Vtlktr't amended tafte would nut permit him to juftily the 
opinions of his rJiildhooU. 

William 
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WiuiAM Hogarth* is faid (under the articte 
Thokhhill in the Bi^raphiaBrilannica) to have been 
hprnin 1698, lath^^v^tiiSt.Bartholomew^j Lon» 
den, to which parish, it is added, he was afteiwardf a 
bene^iAor. The outfei of his life, however, was 
unpromifing. *' He was bound," fays Mr. WaipoUf 
*' to a mean engraver of arms on plate." Bogartb 
grobably chofe this occupation, as it required foine . 
ikill in drawing, to which his genius was particularly 
turned, and which be contrived affiduoufly to culti* 
vate. His mailer^ it fince appears, was Mr. EHit 
GambUf a filverfmith of eminence, who refided in 
Cranbourn-fireet, Leicefter-fields, In this profeffion 
it is not unufual to bind apprentices to the fingle 
branch of engraving arms and cyphers cm every 
fpecies of metal ; and in that particular department 
9f the bufinefs young B<^artb was placed ^ ; '* but,

Ic 
has been aflertedj and we believe with good founda- 
tion, that the ikill and alEduity of Hogarth were, 
even, in his fervttude, a fingular affifttnoe to his en#Ti 
family, and to that of his mafter. 4t' h^peacd; 
however, that .wfaeo be was firft out-ttfrhii-'time^'he 
cettalcly W3» poor. The ambition of iiidigencfe 
is ever produdive of diilrefs. So it fared wkh Hih 
garth, vihfi, while he was furnifhing himfelf wkh 
materiali for fubfequent perfcdion, -felt alt tha con^ 
tempt which penury could produce. Being one day 
diftrefled to raife fo trifling a funi as twenty {hillings, 
in order to be revenged of his Jaiidlady, \^^ ftrov^ 
to compel him to payment, he drev ^er as ugly a$ 
poffible, and in that fingle portrait gave marks of 
the dijwn of fuperior genius*. T^^is ftory I hatj 
once fuppofed to be^ounded on certainty ; but fince,

1725; feventeen cuts for a duodecimo edition <^ 
Wudihras (with ButUr't head) in 1726; two for 
*• Perfntf a.nd Jndromcds," in 1730; two for Miiton

The Whole-length of Mr. Carrlci 
fittmg at a table, with his wife behind him taking 
the pen out of his hand, confers no honour oa the 
painter or the perfons reprefented *. He has cer-r 
tainly miffed the charafter of our late Rofe'ms's coun-, 
tenajiCe while undiftufbed by paffion ; but was more 
lucky in fei^ing his features when aggravated by 
terror, as in the tent fcene of I^ing Richard lU.

of \LzuGarrtck't form ibould have evaded the eff<Hta 
of one to whofe ideas la baffe nature was more fami' 
liar than the grace infeparable from thofe who have 
been educated iq higher life. His talents, therefpre, 
could do Uttlc juftice to a pupil of Lady Burlington* 

What the prices of his portraits • were I have 
flrove in vain to difcovcr » but fufpeft they were ori- 
ginally very low, as the people who are beft ac- 
quainted with them chufe to be filent on that fubjed. 

At Bivenhall, in EjfeXt the feat of Mr. Wejiem^ 
is a family .pi^urc, by Hogarth, of Mr. Wejlem 
and his tiiother, CbaDcellor Hoadly^ Archdeacon 
Charles Plumptre, the Rfv. Mr. Cole of Mtlion near 
Cambridgey and Mr. Henry Taylor the curate there -f-, 
1736. 

In the gallery of Mr. Cole of Mihen is alfo a whole- 
length piiS^re of Mr. H^ejiern by Hogarth, a ftriking 
refcmblance. He is drawn fitting in his Fellow- 
Commoner's habit, and fquare cap with a gold taf- 
fel, in his chamber at Clare Hall, over the arch to- 
wards the river ; and our artift, as the chimney could 
cot be expreffed, has drawn a cat fitting near it, 
agreeable to his humour, to Ihew the fituation. Mr; 
Wejlern's mother, whofe portrait is in the converfa- 
tion-piece at Rivenhall, was a daughter of Sir Ait' 
tbony Shirley.

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*' When I lat to him,** fays Mr. CeUf " near fiftf

'* him a ftnall gratuity ; but the man very politely

It was likewife Mr. Hegartb's cuftom to iketch out 
ont the fpot any rernarkable face which particularly 
{truck him, and of which he wiflied to preferve the 
remembrance. A gentleman ftlU living informs me, 
that being once with our painter at the Bedford 
Ceffee-Haufey he obferved him to draw fomething 
with a pencil on his nail. Enquiring what had been 
his employment, he was fhewn the countenance (a 
whim£cal one) of a perfon who was then at a fmall 
diftance. 

It happened in the early part of Hogarth's life, 
that a nobleman who was uncommonly ugly and 
deformed came to fit to him for his pidu?e. It was 
executed with a Ikill chat did honour to the artift's abi- - 
lities ; but the likenefs was rigidly obferved, without 
even the neceffary attention to compliment or flattery. 
The peer, difgufted at this counterpart of his dear 

felf. 
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fclf, nev;er once thought of paying fof a rcfleftof 
that would only inlult him with his deformitiesj 
Same time was fufFered to elqpfe before the artift apj 
plied for his money j but aftcFwards many applicaj 
tions were made by him (who had then tio need of ^ 
banker) for payment, without faccefe. The painter, 
bowevor, at lall hit upon an expedient^ which he 
knew muft alarm the nobleman's pride, and by that 
means aofwer his purpofe. It was couehed in thtf 
following card : 

" Mr. Hogarth's dutiful refpefls to Lord j 

*' finding that he does not mean to have the pi&ure 
*' which was drawn for him, is informed again of 
•' Mr. H*J neceffity for the money ; if, therefoje, 
•' his lordfliip does not fend for it in three days, it 
** Will be difpofed of, with the addition of a tail, 
** and fomc other little appendages, to Mu-Haref 
** the famous wild-bcaft man ; Mr* H. having given 
•' that gentleman a conditional promifc of it for an 
" exhibition-pidture, on his lordfliip 's refu&l." 

This intimation had the defired eSe&. The pic- 
ture was fent home, and committed to the flames. 

Mr. WalpiU has remarked, that if our artift " jn-' 
*' dulged his fpirit of ridicule in perfonalitics, it 
*' never proceeded beyond Jketchcs and drawings," 
and wonders " that he never, without intention, de- 
•' Uvered the very features of any identical perfon," 
But this-elogant writer, who may ht faid to have re- 
ceived his educatioQ in a.Court, perhaps had few 
. . •■ oppor- 
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t>p[M>ftilnIcies of-a(;qusuntimce among the lowpdpuW 
chlnt^rs nith which Hggartb occafionally peopled 
]iis fijenes *. The Fiiend to whom I owe this tc- 
.ffltrk -was aflured by an ancient gentleman of unquof- 
-tionable veracity -and acutenefs of remark, that al- 
Moftall the pecfanages who attend the tevee of the 
Aake were undoubted portraits ; and that in Soutb- 
nvark Fair Bnd the Modern Midnight Converfatien^ as 
many more were difcoverable. In the former plate 
he pc»nted'OUt Effsx the danctng-mafter ; and In the 
latter, as well as in the (econd plate to the Raie's 
■TrogrefSf Ftgg the prize-fighter -f-. He mentioned 
ieveral others by name, from his immediate know- 
icdgeboth of the painter's defign and the charadieM 
itprefentcd ; but 'the fell of the particulars by which 
hfe-fupport^d'his-aflertions, have' efcaped the memory 
of my iftfoituant* 'I^m alfo affured, that while iJo- 
^arth was painting the Raie's Progrefi, :he had-a 
Xummer refidencc at JJltwonh ; uid never failed to 
■queftion the company who came to fee thefe pic- 
tures, if they knew for whom one or another figure 
was defigned.. When they gueffed wrong, he fet 
them right. 

Mt. Walpole ha3 a Iketch In oil, given to him by 
Hogarth, who intended to engrave it. It was done

a committee to inquire into the cruelties exercifed ott 
prifoners in The Fleet, to extort money from them. 
" The fcene," he fays, " is the committee;, on tht 
•* table are the inftruments of torture. A prifonef 
** in rags, half-ftarved, appears before them ; the 
" poor man has a good countenance, that adds to 
*' the intereft. On the other hand is the inhuman 
" gaoler. It is the very figure that Sahator Ro/a 
•* would have drawn for logo in the moment of de- 
** tedion. Villainy, fear, and confciencc are mixed 
" in yellow and livid on his countenance, his lips 
** are contraded by tremor, his face advances ak 
" eager to He, his legs ftep back as thinking to 
*' make his efcape ; one hand is thruft precipitately 
*' into his bofom, the fingers of the other are catch- 
" ing uncertainly at his button-holes. If this was &

'Mae- 
beathf unlike his fprucc reprefentative on our prc- 
fent flage, is a ilouching bully ; and Volly appears 
happily difencumbcred of fuch a hoop as the daugh- 
ter of Peacbum within our younger memories has 
worn. His Grace gave 35/, for this pifture at Mr. 
Rich's au^on. Another copy of the fame fcene was 
bought by the late Sir IVilliam Saunderfen ; and is now 
in the poflelSon.of Sir Henry Gough. Mr. palpate has 
a pj&urc of aTccnc in the fame piece, where Macheath 
is going to execution. In this alfo the likenefles of' 
Walker and Mifs Fettten afterwards Dutchefs of Bol- 
ton (the firft and ori^nal Machealb and Folly) are 
iwcferred. 

In the year 1726, when the affair of Mary Tofts'^ 
the rabbit-breeder oi Qgdalming, engaged the public 
attention, a few of our principal furgcons fubfcribed 
their guinea a-piecc to Hogarth, for an engraving 
from It ludicrous iketch he had made on that very 
popular fubjcd. This plate, amongft other poftniitsi 
contains that of the notorious.^/.

mixture of both. It" was fupported, however, after- 
wards, by the reputation of a dreadful crime. His 
imaginary wealth, in fphe of thefe difadvantages, to 
the ]a& infured him a circle of flatterers, even 
though, at the age of fourfcore, his eonverfation 
was offenfive to modeft ears, and his grey hairs were 
Tendered Siill more irreverend hy repeated' ads of 
untimely lewdnefs*.

In 1727, Hogarth agreed with Merris, an uphol- 
Aerer, to furailh him with a defign on canvas, repre- 
fenting the element of Earth, aS a pattern for tapeftry. 
The work not being performed to the fattsfaftion of 
S^arrisj he refufed to pay for it ; and our ardft 
filed him for the money. Wliat was the event of the 
fuit (which was to be tried before Lord Chief Juftice 
Eyre axWeJlminJler, May 28, 1728) we do not learn; 
but It is probable that Hogarth wastlpaDfutted. The 
brief for the Defendant in the caufe is preferved 
below-}-. In

The Defendant ie an upholfteFer and tapeltryrworker, antl 
was recommended 10 PlaintifT as a perfoa Ikilful in painting 
patterns for that purpofe g the Flaiotiff accordingly came (o 
Defendant, who informing him that he bad occafioo tor a ta- 
.peflry defign of the Element of Earth, to be painted on can- 
vas. Plaintiff told Defendant he was well Ikilled in painting 
that way, and promifed to perform it in a workmanlike man-: 
per ; which if he did, Defendant undertook to pay hifn for it 
twenty guineas. 

Defendant, foon after, hearing that Plaintiff wai aq engraver, 
and no painter, waavery uneafy about the work, and ordered 
hn fervant to go and acquaint Plaintiff what he had beard ; 
and Plaintiff then told the faid lervant, • that it was a bold 

* undertaking, for that he never did any thing of that kind 
^ belore ; and that, if his mafter did pot like it, he (bould not 

* pay for jt.'. 

That feveral times fending after Plaintiff to bring the fame , 
to Defendant's houfe, he did not think lit fo to do ; but car- 
rifd the f^rnc to a private place where Defejidafit keeps foma 
people at work, and there left it. As foon as Defendant waj 
informed of it, he fent for jt hojnt, and, confultcd with his 
workmeo whether the defign ^as fo painted as they coulc( 
work tapeftry by it, and they were all unanimous that it was 
Tiot finifhed in a workmanlike manner, and that it was impol^ 
fible for them to work tapefiry by it.

When he arofe, he enquired from whencfe 
they came ; and being told by whom they were in- 
troduced, he cried out, ** Very well ; the man who 
** can furnilh reprefentation^ like thefe, can alfo 
«' maintain a wife without a portion." He defigned 
this remark as an excufe for keeping his purfe-llrings 
clofe ; but, ioon after, became both reconciled and 
generous to the young people. 

Our artiU's reputation . was fo far eftabtUh^ in 
173 1, that it drew forth a poetical compliment from 
Mr. Mitchell^ in the epiflle already quoted. 

An allegorical cieling by Sir James TbortthiU is at 
the houfe of the late Mr. Huggins, at Headley Tarky 
Hants. The fubjeft of it is the ftory of Zephyrut 
and Flora ; and the figure of a Satyr and fome others 
were painted by Hcgarth. 

In 173a (the year in which he was one of the 
party who made A Tour by Land an4 Water^ which 
will be duly noticed in the Catalogue) he ventufcd 
to attack Mr. Pope, in a plate called *' The Man 
** of Tafte ;" containing a view of the Gate of Bur- 
iingtonrbou/e ; with Pope whitewalhing it, and be- 
fpattcring the Duke of Cbandos's coach *. This plate

Either Hogarth's obfcurity at that 
time was his proteiftion, or the bard was too prudent 
to cxafpcrate a punter who had already given fuch 
proof of his abilities for fatire. What muft be have 
felt who could complain of the *' pictured Ihapc" 
prefixed to Gutliiieriana, Pope Alexander's Supremacy 
and Infallibilily examined, &c. by Ducket, and other 
piece!, had our artift undertaken to expreft in colours 
a. certain tianladion recorded by Cibberf 

•' Burlingtim, to whom the poem is adtlrefTcd, was privately 
** faid to mean the Duke of Chaados ; a man perhaps too 
" much delighted with pomp and lliew, but of a temper 
'* ktml and beaefictnt, and who had confequently the vbice 
*' of the piiblick in hie fivouf. A violent outcry was there- 
" fore raifed againft the ingratitude and treachery of Fupe, 
** who was faid to have been indebted to the patronage of 
" CbanSas for a prelent of a thouland pounds, and who gaincd- 
** the opportunity of infulling him by the kindners of liis in- 
'• ritaiion. The receipt of the thoufand pounds Pept pub- 
** lickly denied; but from the reproach which the attack on 
♦* a eharafter fo arniable brought upon him, he tried all 
** (neana of efcaping. The name of C/f/nx^/ was employed in 
" an apology, by which no man was fatisfied ; and he was at 
" laft reduced to fhelter his temerity behind diflimulatlan, 
*' and endeavour to make that dilbeliaved which he never had 
*' confidence openly to deny. He wrote an exculpatory letter 
*' to the Duke, which was anfwered with great magnanimity, 
*' at by a man who accepted his excufc without believing his 
*• profeilions. He faid, that to have ridiculed his taflc, or 
'• bis buildings, had been an indifferent action in another 
" man ; but that in Popt, after the reciprocal kindnels that 
•' had been exchanged between them, it had been lefs eafily

In 1733 his genius became confpicuoufly known,' 
The third fcene of his " Harlot's Progrefs" intro?- 
duced him to the notice of the great. At a board 
of Treafiiry which was held a day or two after the 
apf eafapce of that print, a copy of it was ihewn by- 
one o^the lords, as containing, among other excel- 
lencies, a ftriking Jikenefs of Sip John Gonfoa*. It

Thus, between the poet and the painter, the fame of o'lir 
harlot-hunting Juftice is prefSried. But as a fiavc anciently 
rode in the fame chariot widj ttie conqueror, the memory of 
a celebrated flrcet-robber nnd highwayman will defceod with 
that of the magiftrate to poUcrity, Jama Dahan'i wig-box 
being placed on the teller of the Harlot's bed, I learn from 
the Gmhfirui Jottmal, that he was executed on the uthof 
M*y, 1730. Sir yohn Gox/b/i died Januarj q, 1765. He wai 
remarkable for the charges which he ufed to deliver to the 
grand juries, ivhiqh are faid to have been written by .Orator 
Jlinlty. The following puifs, or fneers, concerning them, 
are (bund in the firft number, of the Grubfinet Journal, dated 
January 8, 17J0., " Yefterday began the General Qyarter 
•' SelSons, Sec. when Sir Jobs Gon/on, being in the chair, gave 
" a moft iacampari^U, Uarmd, and Jiiu charge to the Grand 
«' Jury." Dally Pofi. 

" The Msrnhg Fojl calls Sir John*: charge txctllenl, Uar^tJ

Three of ihefc performances had been publiflied in ijjSj . 
and one of them was reprinted in the PoliiUal State for that 
year.

that period under-fecretary of ftate. He died Aagufi 
25, 1742, after having enjoyed the former of thefc 
offices fifty-eight years. I ftouM add, howcycr, 
that Sir Jshn Gonfon is not here introduced to be. 
roade ridiculous, but is only to be confidered as the 
inu^ of an active magt^rate identified. 

The familiarity of the fubjeft, and the propriety 
of it's execution, made the " Harlot's Progrels'' 
tafted by all ranks of people. Above twelve hundred 
names were entered in our artift's fubfcrlption-book. 
It was made mto a pantomime by Tbeophiliu Gibber i 
and again reprcfented on the ftage, under the titt< 
of The Jew decoyed, or a Harlot's Progre/s, in a 
Ballad Opera. Fan-mounts were likcwife engraved, 
containing miniature reprefentations of all the fix 
plates. Thefc were ufually printed off with red ink, 
three compartments ontoiie fide, and three on the 
other *. 

The ingenious Abbe DuSos has often complained, 
thu no hiflory-pain^r of his time went through a 
feries of actions, and thus, like an hiAorian, painted 
the fucceffive fortune of an hero, from the cradle to 
the grave. What Dtt Bet wiflied to fee dcme, Ho- 
garth performed. He launches out his young ad-

In 1736 he had the honour of being difttngui&ed 
in a mafterly poenj of a congenial Humourift.

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In 1 745, Hogarth fold about twenty of his capital 
pidures by auflion ; and in the-feme year acquired 
additional reputation by ttie lix prints of Marriage i 
la Mode, which may be r^rded as the ground-work 
of a novel called « The Marriage AGc" by Dr. 
. Shebbiarsj and of ** The Clandefijne Marriage." In 
the prologue to that excellent comedy, Mr. Garrlck 
thus handfomely'exprefled his regard for the memory 
of his friend : 

** Poets an,d painters, who from nature draw

Among the faoes «f the principal figures, none 
bat that of the young; 1^(1? W36 c;on>p!etely finlflied, 
Hogarth had bees oft«a veptoached for hia inability 
to impart grace and dignity to his heroines. The 
bride was therefore pi?fnt t(? vindicate bis pcneU 
from fb degrading an imputation. The effort, how- 
ever, was unfuccefsfiil. The girl was certainly, 
pretty ; but her features, if I may ufc the term, 
were uneducated. She might have attrafted notice 
a^ a chambermaid, but woqld have failed to extort 
applaufe as a wotnaa of fafhion. The parfon, and 
his culinary aflbciate, were more laboured than any 
Ather parts of \h^ figure. U is natural for us to

It muft 
be allpwcd, th4t fuch an amft, bqwever excellent 
jjn hi$ walkj wa; bettef qualified t^ feprefeot (h« low- 
born patent, than the royal preferver of a foundling. 

The ftetch already tjefcribed (which I believe is ' 
ill Mrs. GarrUk'j pofiTeHjon) was made after the ap- 
pearance of Marriage ^ la Mojdf, and many years be- 
fpTB tfae artifl's death. Why he djd not perfeverein 
his plaOj during fijch an interval of time, we can 
only guefs. It is probable thnt his undertaking re- 
quired a longer fuccelSon of images relative to do- 
meftic happinefs, than had fallen within his notice, 
or courted his participation. Hogarth had no chil- 
dren ; and though the nuptial union may be happy 
without them, yet fuch happinefs will have nothing 
piiSufcfque in it ; and we may obferve of this truly 
natural and faithful painter, that he rarely ventured 
to exhibit feenes wiih whiijh h« was not perfedly 
well acquainted. 

Let 
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Let us, however, more completely obviate an 
ftbjeftion that may be raifcd agaihil the propriety of 
ttee-foregoing crkicifm. Some reader may urge, that 
perhaps, all circumftances confidetcd, a wedding ce-' 
kbrated at an old manfion-houfe, did not require the 
appearance of confummate beauty,' refined by the 
powers of education. The remark' has feeming jtri"- 
lide on its fide ; but Hogarth had prevloufly avowed* 
his intent to exhibit a perfed face, divelted of vul- 
garity ; and fucceeded fo well, at leaft in his own 
opinion, that he carried the canvas, of which' we' 
are now fpeakjng, in triumph to Mr. Garrick, whofe' 
private firi&ures on it coincided with thofe of the 
pcrfon who fumi&es this additional confirmation of 
ottr painter's notorious ignorance in what is ftyled — ■ 
Tfi£ GRACEFUL. From the account I have received 
concerning a defign for a previous compartment bC-" 
longing to the ■feme flory, there is little reafon to la-- 
mcht the lofs of it. It contained no appeal either' 
t6 the fancy or to the heart. An artift, who, re- 
prefenting the marriage ceremony in a chapel, ren- 
ders the clerk, who lays the haffocfcs, the principal 
i^ure in it, may at kaft be taxed with want of' 
jodgement. *

While Hogarth was in France;' wherever he went, 
he was fure to be diiTatisfied with all he law. If an 
elegant circumftance either in furniture, or the or- 
minents of a room, was pointed out as deferving 
appinbation, his narrow and conftant reply was^ 
** What then ? but it is French ! Their houfes 
" are all gilt and b — t,^* In the flreets- he- was' 
Aften clamoroufly rude. A taiter'd bag, or a pair 
of filk ftockings with holes in them, drew a tor-' 
rent -of imprudent language from him. In vainr 
did rny informant (who knew that many Scoti/j and 
h-ijh were often within hearing of thefu reproaches, 
and would rejoice at leaft in an opporEunity of get-' 
ting our painter mobbed) advife him to be more- 
cautious in his public remarks. He laiTghed at all' 
fuch admonition, and treated the offerer of it as a- 
pufillanimous wretch, unworthy of a refidence in a- 
^ice country, .making him the butt of tiis ridicule-

for feveral evenings afterwards. This uofeafiHublD 
pka^mtry was at lei^h completely extbguilbed hj 
whaX happened while he ^ras drawing the Gate at 
Calait ; iar though the innocence of his defigq was 
fendercd perfe^y apparent on the tcftimony of other 
fetches be had about him, which were by no means 
JUch as could ferve the purpofe of an engineer, he 
was told by the Commandant, that, had not the 
peace been a&ually figned, he Ihould have beeq 
obliged to have' hung him up immediately on thft 
ramparts. Two guards were then provided to cotw 
vey him on fhtpboard ; nor did they quit him till ha 
was three miles from the ihore. They then fpun bim 
found lUte a top, on the deck; and told him he wa^ 
at liberty to proceed oti his voyage without fartbcf 
sttendance or moleftacion. With the Hightefl allo- 
£on to the ludicrous particulars of this aSur, poof 
fL^artb was by no means pleafed. The leading cir-* 
cumfiance in it his own pencil has recorded. 

Soon after this period he pUFchafed a little houfe 
at 0}ijwici ; where he ufually pafled the greateft, 
part of the fummer feafon, yet not without ocffa- 
fitmal vifits to his boufc in Leicefier Beidt. 

In 1753, he appCEured to the wwld in the charac- 
ter of an author, and publifhed a quarto volume, 
intituled, " The Analyiis of Beauty, written with a 
** view of fixing the fluftuating Ideas of Tafte." 
In this performance he ihews, by a variety of ex- 
amples, that a curve is the line of beauty, and that 
round fwelling figures ace moft pleafing to the eye ;

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by the Rev. Mr. Tonmley, The fatniljr of Hogarth 
r^oiced when the laft Iheet of the Amlffit wa* 
printed off; as the frequent difputes be had with htv 
coadjutors, in the progrefs of the work, did ndc 
much harmomze his difpofition. 

This work was tranflatcd into Genrnn by Mp« 
'MfUnt, when in England^ under the author's infpeo 
taon ; and the tranflation, containing twenty-two 
fteets in quarto, and two large plates, was printed' 
in LendMy price Bve dollars. 

Of the fame performance a new and corred edition 
was (jfu^ I, 1754) propofed for publication at Ber- 
Iht by CA. Fr. f^ei, with an explanation of Mr. tio* 
garth's fatirical prints, tranflated fi^m the Frencb ; 
the whole to fubfcribers for one dollar, but after' 
fix weeks to be raifed to two dollars.

In the burlcfquc Vaul bifcre Felix, when the- High 
Pricft applies his fingers to his r.ofe, we have rcafon 
to imagine that his manccuvre was in confcquence of

But I forbear to dwell any longer 
on fuch difgufting circumftances ; begging leave only 
to aft, whether the canvas of 'Tenters exhibits naftier 
objeds than thofe of the woman craclcing a loufc 
between her nails in the fourth plare of the Harlot's 
Trogrefs ; a Scotch bag-piper catching another in his 
necjc while he is performing at the EleiStion feaft; 
Aiirorff doing the fame kind office for a SyHn^ in the 
Sirdleriy &c. ; the old toothkfs French beldams, 
ilobbering (Ventu forbid we fhould call it kiffing) 
each other in the comic print entitled Noon ; the 
chamber-pot emptied on the Free Mafon's head, in 
the Rejoicing Night ; or the Ullipufians giving a 
. clyfter to Gulliver ? In fome of theft inftanccs, how- 
ever, the humour may comficnfate for the indelicacy, 
which is rarely the cafe with fuch Dutch pidures as 
have juftly incurred the cenfurc of yit. Walfole. 
Let us now try how far fome of the compofitions of 
Hogarth have befriended the caufe of modefty. In 
the Harlot's Progrefj, Plate VI. wc meet with a hand

At the time thefe hoffilities were carryitig tm in a 
manner fo virulent jmd difgraceful to all the patties, 
Hogarth was vifibly decUnisg in his health. In 
1762, he complained- of ait inward pain, which, 
continuing, brought on 3 general decay that proved 
incurable *. This lafi year of liis life he employed 
in retouching his phttes with the affiflance of icreral

Jetter fronj the American Dr. Frarikltn, drew up a 
roygh draught of an anfwer to it ; but going tp bed, 
he was fei^ed with a vpmiting, upon which h? rung 
his; bell with fuch violence tfaat he broke it, and 
expired ^bout two hgurs afterwards in the arms of 
M''s> Mary Lfiofi, ■ who was called up od his being 
rafen fuddcnly ill. To tljis l4dy> for her faithful 
ferviges, he bequeathed lop /- After the death of 
Hpgarth't. fitter, Mrs. Lewis fucceedcd to the care of 
his ptints,; and> widiput violation of truth, it may 
be obferved, that her good nature and affability re- 
Commend thefe performances which fhe continues to 
difpofe of ?t Mrs. Hogarth's houfe in Lticejierrfquare. 
Before our artifl went to bed, he boafted of havic^ 
eateij a pound of beef-fte'aks for his dinner *j and 
was to all appearance heartier than \vt had been for 
a long time before. His diforder was an aneurifm ; 
and his corpfe was interred iri the church-yard at 
thifiaick,. where a monument is . erei^ed to his 
memory, with this infcription, under -his family 
arms :

Juftice, 
however, obliges me to add, that our artift was li- 
beml, hofpitable, atid themoft puniftual of |uiy- 
'mafters; fo that, is fpite of the emoluments his 
works had procured to him, he left but an inconfi- 
derable fortune to his widow. His plates indeed are 
fuch refources to her as may not fpsedily be eX: 
haufted. Some of his domeflics had lived man^

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years in his fervice, a circtimftance that always re- 
fleds credit on a mailer. Of mod 6f thefe he 
painted fttong likened on a canVas (till in Mrs. 
Hogarth's polTeflioh. 

His widow has alfo a (to^ttait of her hufband, 
and an excellent buft df him by Rbubilliac, a ftrong 
refemblance ; and one of his brbther-iil-law Mr. 
ThornhiU, much refembling the countenance Of Mrs. 
Hegarih, Several of His portraits alfo remain in her 
iwflefion, viz, a flnilhcd portrait of Mrs. iHtfryZ-aw//; 
Thomas Coombes Of Der/etjbire, aged lo8; Lady J'iflfB- 
hilii Mrs; Hogarth herfelf, &c. &c. 

A portrait of Hogarth with his hat on, painted for 
the late Rev. Mr. Tewnley by JVheldon, and faid to 
be finiflied by himfelf, is in the pofleBion of Mr. 
James Townley, proftor in DoHors Commons. A mcz- 
zotinto print from it will be mentioned under the 
year 1781 in the Catalogue. 

Mr. Edwards, of Beaufort Buildings, has the por- 
trait of Sir George Hay, The Savoyard Girl; lie 
Bench, and Mary ^een of Scots *, by Hogarth. 

A converfation-piece by him is likewife at Wan* 
Jlead in EJex, the feat of Earl l^ylny. And Mrs. 
Hoadly has a fcene of Ranger and Clariada in The 
Su/picious Hujband; and the late Chancellor Hoadfy 
repeating a fong to Dr. Greene, for him to cbmpofe ; 
both by Hogarth : The firft of thefe is an indiiFererit 
pid:ure, and contains very inadequate iikenelles of 
the perfons reprcfented.

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Of Hogarth't leffer plates many were destroyed. 
When he wianted a piece of copper on a fudden, he 
would take any from which' he had already worked 
off fuch a number of impreffions as he fuppofed he 
fliould fell. He then fent it to be effaced, beat out, 
or otherwife altered to his prefent purpofe. 

The plates which remained in his pdffefHon were 
fecured to Mrs. Hogarth by his will, dated Augiifi iz, 
1764, chargeable with an annuity of 80/. to his 
fitter Jnne*, who furvived him. ' When, on thi 
death of his other lifter, fbe left off the buGnefs in 
' which Ihe was eng^ed (fee, in the Catalogue, the 
firft article among the " Prints of uncertain date,") 
he kindly took her home, and gcneroufiy fupported 
her, making her, at the fame time, ufeful in the 
difpofal of his prints. Want of tendernefs and li- 
berality to his relations was not among the failings 
of Hogarth. 

Of Hogarth's drawings and contributions towards 
the works of others, perhaps a number, on enquiry, 
might b« found. An acquaintance of his, the lace 
worthy Mr. yobtt Sander/on, architeft^ who repaired 
fyehurn Jbbeyt as well as Bedford Houfe in Blomjhury- 
fquare, poffeffed feveral of thefe curiofities. One 
was a ftetch in black-lead of a celebrated young-en- 
graver (long fince dead) in a falivation. The beft 
that can be faid of it is, that it was moft difguftingly

teiifiically exprefTed.' Our artift feems to have re- 
peated the Ifune idea, though with lefs force, and 
ffVex fl^un^, in ^he third of his eledion prints. 
Where a figare fwaddled up 19 l^nel is Qonvey^d tQ 
tiie {iiiftinga. Two other wottcs^ viz. n drawing in 
Indian ink, and a painting in oil colours, exhibited 
Std/prdiiini/i in different points of view ; the figujes 
fnly by Hogarth. ' Another repref^nted the corner of 
a ftreet, "ivith . a irn^° drinking under the fpopt of a 
pump, and he^rtUy angry with the water, which, 
by iffuing out too faft» and in top gre^t quantities, 
bad deluged his face- . Our great painter had pbligfi4 
Mr, Sander/on with fcveral other comic (ketches, fifCi. 
but moft of them hjd been either begged or ftolen, 
before the communicator of thefe pardculara beeam? 
acquainted with him. 

In the year I74j» one Lcamceiot Burton was ap- 
pointed naval officer Vt Deal* H^artk had feen him 
ty accident; and on a piece of -paper, orevioudy 
imprefled by a plain copper-plate, drew his figure 
widi a pen in imitation of a coarfe etchmg. He wa« 
repiefeated on a lean Canterbury hack, with a bottle 
flicking out of bis pocket ; and undemeiith was aa 
^fcriptiOD, intimating that he was going down tff 
take poffeffion of his place. This was inclofed to 
him in a letter ; and fome of his friends who were in 
the fecret procefted the drawing to be a print which 
they bad feen expofcd to fale at the Ihops in London t

la 1 753, Hogarth returning with a friend &om a 
Tifit to Mr. Rich at Cewley, fiopped his chariot, and 
gQt out, being finick by a large drawing (with a 
ecal) on the wall of an alehoufe. He Ltnmediacely 
made a &<xch of k with triumph ; it was a Su 
Gecrge ami th« Dragon^ all in ftrait lines. 

Higerfh made one effay in fculpture. He wanted 
a fign to difiiaguiih his houfe in Leictfier-fields ; and 
thinking none more proper than the Golden Head, 
be out ef a EAa& of c<H:k made up of feveral thick- 
aefles compadsd tc^ether, carved a buft pf Vandyck, 
which he gilt and placed over his door. It is long 
Sace decayed, and was fucceeded by a head in 
plaifier, which has alfo perilhed; aad is fupplied 
\fy a head of Sir Ifaae Newton. Hogarth alfo mo- 
d<;lled another refemblance of Vandytk iti clay } 
which is likewife deftroyed> 

It is very properly obferved by Mr. Wal^oU, that 
^* If ever an author wanted a commentary, that none, 
" of his beauties might be loft, it is Hogarth ; no^ 
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" frd* telrig obfturc (for he never was tliat but in 
" two or thite of his firft prints, where ttanfieot na- 
•* tional follies, as Lotteries, Free-mafonry, and thtf 
•* Seiitb Sea, were his tftpic's) but for the ufe of fo- 
•* reigners, and from a multiplicity of little inci- 
« dents, not eflential to, but alwftys heightening' the 
'* principal aftion. Such is the fpider's web tx* 
" tended over the poor's box in a parifh church ; 
" the blunders in architedure in the nobleman's feat, 
" feen through the window, in the firft print of 
" Marriage a la Mode ; and a thoufand in the Strollers 
** drefiing in a barn, which, for wit and imagination, 
** without any other aid, is perhaps the bcft of all 
•' his works ; as, for ufeful and deep fatire, that on. 
** the Methodifts is rhe moft fublime. Rouquef, the 
*' enameller, publiftied a French explanation, though 
" a fuperficial one, of many of his prints, which, 
" it was faid, he had drawn up for the ufe of Mar- 
**" flial BelleiJIe, then a prifoner in England." 
■ However great the deficiencies in this work may 
be, it was certainly fuggefted by Hogarth, and 
drawn up at his immediate requeft. I receive this 
information from undoubted authority. Some of 
the circuniftances explanatory of the plates, he com- 
municated ; the reft he left to be fupplied by Rouquet 
his near neighbour, who lived in the houfe at which 
Gardelle the enameller afterwards lodged, and mur-, 
dered his landlady Mrs. Hing, Rouquet, who (as I 
learn from Mr. Walpole) was a Swifi of French ex- 
ua^ion, had formerly publiflied a fmall tra^t on the 

.ftate 
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ftate of tbp Art* in Eqglaa^. Qo the pr^nt occa- 
fion.he was liberally paid by Hogarth^ for haying 
qloathcd his fentimeiits at}d illuflrations in a foreigp 
drefs. This pamphlet was deCgned, and continual 
to be employed, as, a conftant tjompapiop tp all fuch 
lets of his prints as go abroad. Oo'y the letter dcr 
fcriptive of the March tp Finchky was particularly 
meant for the inftruftion of Marflial Belleijle *. It 
was added after the three former epiitles had been 
printed off, and before the plate was published. The 
entire performance, however, in my .opinion, exhir 
bits vpry ftfoag marks of the vivacious compiler's 
laftc, country, and pr^dices. Indeed many paiV 
£iges mull have been inferted without the privity of 
of his employer, who h^ no Jkill in the French lan- 
guage. That our clergf always fiffell to ride on white 
horftif and other remarks of a finular turn, &c. &c 
could never have fallen from the pen o( Hogarth, or 
any other Englijhman- - ' 

This epiftle bears alfo internal evideace to the 
fuggeftions bouquet received from Hogarth. Are not 
the felf-congratulalations and prejudrcesof our artift- 
fufficlently vifible in thp foUowltig pafiage }

I AM now engaged !n an undertaking, which, 
from its own nature, will be imperfeft. While ' 
Hogarth was yet an apprentice, and worked on his 
mailer's account, we may fuppofe he was not at li» 
berty to affix his name to his own performances. 
Nay, afterwards, when he appeared as an indepen- 
dent artjft, he probably left many of them anony- 
mous, being fometimes obliged to nieafure out hia 
exertions in proportion to the fcanty prices paid for 
thetll. For reafons like thefe, we may be fure that 
many of his early plates mull have eluded fearch; 
and if gradually difcovered, will ferve only to fwell 
the colleftions they will not adorn. — The judicious 
connoiffeur, perhaps, would be content tp poflefs 
the pictures of Raffaelk, mthout aiming at a comi

The merits and demerits of his performances 
^ould prove deceitful guides in our refeaFches. As 
our artifl.grew older^ he did not regAjlarly advance 
in eftimaiion ; 'for neither the frontifpieces to Irijiram 
Sbandy, the Tijues, the Bathos, or the Bear, can be 
faid to equal maay of his earlieft produiftlons. — Undef

■■ by meani of the inceflant clamour and outcry that thefe

Concerning Heideggery whofc face has been more 
than once introduced by our artift, the reader may 
exprefs fome curiofity. The following account of 
this Tbtrjites of his time is therefore appended to the 
foregoing article. 

** This extraordinary man, the fon of a clergy- 
"man, was a native of Zar/ci^ in Switzerland, where 
*' he married, but left his country in Confequence (rf 
" an intrigue; and, having vifited the principal 
" cities of Europe in the humble' ftation of a do* 
** meilic, acquired a tafte for elegant and refined 
" plcafures, which, united to a ftrong inclination for 
'* voluptuoufnels, by degrees qualified him for the 
•* m^nngcment of public amufements. 

*' When he was between forty and fifty yefirsof age, 
" he accompaniel a nobleman to England, in the 
** capacity of a gen eel, dejcndent comj»anion; and 

•• by 
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** by his fprightly, engaging converfatjon, and inii- 
*• nuating addrefs, hp- fbpp y^orked himfelf ioto the 
" good graces of our yijurig^ieoplc of fafhion. The, 
".judicious remarks he made on feveral defeds in> 
" the condxid of our operas at that time, and tlie 
" hints he threw Out foriipproving.the entertain- 
*• ments at the King's Theatre, foon eftabliihcd his. 
** charader as a good Cri.tJick. Appeals were mad&to 
•* his judgement ; afid.fome very magnificent ani 
** elegant decorations, incroduced upon the flage ia 
** coofequence of his advice, gave fuch fatisfa6:ioii 
" to his late mtjefty, who was fond of operas, that, 
*' u|)on being informed to whofe genius he was in* 
** dcbted for thefe improvements, his majefty was 
*' pleafed from that time to countenance him, and 
•* he foon obtained the chief management of the 
•* Opera-houfe. He then fet about improving ano^ 
** chef fpeciee of diverJlon, not lefs agreeable to the 
** king, which was the mafqucrades, and over theff 
'* he always prefided at the king's theatre. He was 
** lifcewife appointed matter of the revels. The nobi- 
** lity now carefled him fo much, and had fuch an 
** opinion of his tafte, that all fplendid and elegant 
•* entertainments given by them upon particular oc- 
" cafions, and all private aflemblies by fubfcription, 
** were fubmitted to his direflion. 

•* From the emoluments of thcfe feveral employ- 

*' ments, he gained a regular confiderable income, 

'• amounting, it is faiJ, in fome years, to five thoufand 

*' pounds, which he generally fpent as eafily and as

'blank. I mention thefe circumftanccs to fhew that 
our artift would not entrufl particular parts of his 
work to any hand but his own ; of perhaps he had 
neither determined on the countenance or the in- 
fcription he meant to introduce, till the plate wai 
far advanced.

of lightning is pointed. The curtain in the window 
of the fedan chair is thrown back. This plate is 
likewife found in an intermediate ftate; the flty 
being made unnaturally obfeurei with an attempt to 
introduce a Ihower of rain, and lightning very auk- 
wardly reprefented. It is fuppofed to be afirft proof 
^fter the infertion of the group of black-guard game- 
fters ; the window of the chair being only marked 
for an alteration that was afterwards made in it. 
Hogarth appears to have fo far fpoiled the iky, that 
he was obliged to obliterate it, and caUfe it to be en- 
graved over again by another hand*. Not forefecing> 
however, the immenfe demand for his prints, many of 
them were fo flightly executed', as very foon to ftand 
in need of retouching. The feventh in particular was 
io much more flightly executed than the reft, that it 
Iboner waiited retouching, and is therefore to be found 
in three different ftates. The reft appear only in two^

-In Plate VIII. (which appears in three difFer-fnt 
ftates) is a half-peijny reverfed (ftruck in they.ear 
1763) and fixed againfi: the wall, intimating, that 
Britannia herlelf was fit only for a mad-houfe. This 
was a clrcuniftance inferted by our artift (as he adr 
vertifes) about a year before his death. I may add', 
that the man drawing lines againft the wall juft over 
the halfrpenny, alludes to WbiJlonU. propofed method 
of difcpvering the Longitude by the firing of bombs, 
jas here reprefentedr The jdea of the two figures at 
each corner of the print appears to have been taken 
from Gibber's ftatues at Bedlam. The faces of the tw(j 
females are alfo changed. That of the woman with a 
fan, is entirely altered ; ftie has now a cap on, inftead 
pf aiiood, and is turned, asiffpeaking to the other. 
Mr. Gilpin's opinion concerning this fet of prints 
is too valuable to be omitted, and is therefore tran- 
fcribed below *.

railing him to -% Hate of afBuence. About the year ijjj he 
began to praflife ptiyfic, and combated, for foipe time, the 
united cfTorCi of Wit, Learning, Argument, Ridicule, Malice, 
and Jealoufy, by all of which he wsi* oppofed in every (hape that 
can l:e fuggefttd. At length, by fome lucky cures, and parti* 
cularlyone en a relation of Sir jf^^^i>*j/ Mafterof the Rolls, 
he got the better of his opponents, and was fuffered to pradlfe 
tindilliirbed. From this time his repataiion was eflabliftted i 
he wai exempted, by a vole'of the Houfe of Conimons, from 
being vifited by (he cenfors of the college of pbyficians, and 
was even called in to the affiflance of King Geergt the Second, 
irhofe hand he cured, and receiwd, as a re<vard, a commilBoq 
for his nephew the late General Ganftl. It was bis cuftom 
to diftribute his medicines and advice, and even pecuniary 
alSllance, to the poor, at his houfe, gratis ; and thus he 
acquired confiderable popularity. Indeed in tbefe particulars 
his conduct was entitled to everj- degree of praife. With q 
flern outfide, and rough deportment, he was not wanting in 
benevolence. After a continued feries of fuccefs, he died Dec. 
ji, i;f6i, at a Very advanced age, and left the fecret of his 
medicines to Mr. Page, member for Chhhefier, who beftowed , 
them on two charitatile infiitutions, which have derived con- 
fiderable advantages from them. His will is printed in tht 
Ceatlanan's Magasiae, 1761, p. so8.

It difplays (as we learn from an ilifcription on the 
pedeftal under a 'Venus drcffed in a hoop-petricoat) 
the reigning modes of the year 1742. It was painted 
for the 6pulent Mifs Edwards^ who paid our artift 
fixty guineas for it. Her reafon for choofing fuch a' 
fubjeft was rather whimiical. By hw own fingula- 
rities having incurred fome ridicule, ihe was defii-ous, 
by the affiftance of Hogarth, to "recriminate on the 
publick. A« he deigned after her. ideas, b.e had 
little kindnefs for his performance, and never would 
permit a print to be taken from it. The prefent one 
was from a,drawing made by connivance of her frr- 

vantfc 
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VfiAts. The. original was purchafcd by the father <^ 
its prefent owner, at her iale at Kenfington. 

The figure of the beau holding the china faucet 
is faid to have been that of Lord Permorgf dreScd 
as be firft appeared at court after fais return from 
France. The young female was dcfigaed for a cele- 
brated courtezan who .was the Kitty Fijber of her 
time. ,Her familtarity with the black boy alludes to 
a Smitar weaknefs in a noble duchefs, who educated 
two brats of the. fame colour. One of them after- 
wards, robbed her, -and the other was guilty of fomc^ 
pffence equally, unpardonable. The pifturps with 
which the room is. adorned contain many firokes o£ 
temporary fatire. See t^ie Venui with flays, a boop^ 
and high-heel'd ihoes ; Cap/rf burning all thefe parts 
of drefs, together with, a modilh wig, &c ; a fecpnd 
Cur^/df paring down a plump lady to the faihionable 
ftandard,; and the figure of Defnoycr the dancing-, 
mafter in a grand ballet. . The ridicule on the fojiy 
of collecting old china, &c. &c. are alike circum-> 
ftances happily introduced, and explanatory of the- 
fafliions then in vogue.

A comet is like- 
wife ftreaming over his bead/ lu his hand he grafps 
the lightning of JovSy and repofes on a cannon going 
00*, whofe ball is abfurdly rendered an objed of 
fight. A fmile compounded of felf-complacency 
and pertnefs, is the charadteriftic of his face. 

When engravings on a contracted fcale are made 
from large pictures, a few part's of thetn will una- 
voidably become fo fmall, as almofl: to cfcape obfer- 
Tation. It has fared thus with a number of iigures 
that appear before the unfinifhed edifice, feen 
through a window in the firft plate of this work. 
Hogarth defigned then! for the lary vermin in his 
Lordihip's hall, who, having nothing to do, are 
lounging among the workmen, fitting on the blocks 
of ftone, or flaring ai the building ; for thus Rouquet 
has defcribed them, *•■ Une troupe de lacquais oififs, 
*' qui font dans le cour de ce baVimcni:, acheve de ca- 
" rafterifer le fafte niineaux qui environne le comte.'*

in plate V. of this fet, the hack ground, which 
is laboured with uncommon delicacy (a circum- 
ftance that will be remarked by few except artifts), 
was the work of Mr. Ravsiiefs wife. When his 
two plates were finUhwl, Hogarth wanted much to 
retouch the faces, and many difputes happened be- 
tween him and the «ig^ver on this fubjeift. The

<* friends can bear Hearth's pidure;" and Mr. 
Humombe^ the fon^ in a note to this epifile, obferves, 
that '* this pifture (as appears by the print engraved 
" by Baron in 1 750) exhibits rather a caricature than 
** a Ukenefsf the figure being gigantic, the features 
" all aggravated and oa/re/, and, on the whole, fb 
** far from conveying an idea of that or placiduK^ 
" vtorefque benignly as Dr. Jortin expreflcs it, that

He there- 
fore ordered ;lie infcription to be corre^ed before any greater 
number of impreffions were taken. Thongh this circumftance 
was mentioned by Mr. 1%aitf-, to whofe veracity and experience 
in liich matters the grealeil attention is due, it is difficult to 
fuppofe that Hogarth v/a» fatigued with cotrefting his oivn 
miflalce in lb finalt a number ot' the firft imprcilioDt.

I am autho- ' 
rized to add, that foon after this event he waited on 
the treafiirer to the charity, acquainting him that 
the truftees were at liberty to difpofe of the pifture 
by auftion. Scarce, however, was his meffage deli- 
vered, before he changed his mind, and never after- 
wards would confent to the meafure he had originally 
propofed. The late Duke of Ancajler offered the 
hofpital 300 /. for it. A very good explanation of it 
is in The Student, vol. II. p. 162. There is Hkewife 
another in The Old Woman'j Magazine^ vol. I. 
p. 182. To elucidate a circumftance, however, 
in this juftly celebrated performance, it is necef- 
fary to obferve, that near Tottenham Court Nur/ery 
was the place where the famous Brougbton's amphi- 
theatre for boxing was ereded. It has been fince 
taken down, having been rendered ufelefs by the 
juftices not permitting fuch kind of diverfions. 
This will account for the appearance of the Bruifers 
at the left hand corner of the print. One of Ho- 
garth's ideas in this performance alfo needs the affif- 
tancc of colouring, to render it intelligible. The 
pcribn to uhorn the Frenchman is delivering a letter, 
v.«s meant for an old Highlander in difguife, as ap- 
pears troin the plaid fccn through "an opening in 
Jiis grey coat; a circumftance in the print that 
efcaped me, till after I had fcen the picture, and 
pcrull-d lltitiquct's explanation cf this particular cir-

- With this plate (of which the very few proofs in 
aqyarfortis, as well as the finiflied ones, are highly^ 
valuable) no unfair flratagems have been praftifed, 
that a oiunber of the various impreflionS) taken off 
atdiflerent times, might be millaken for the earlieft. 
On copper nothiog is more eafy than to cover, alter, 
eSace, or re-eograve an iofcription, as often as tem- 
porary convenience ma/ require a change in it*^ 

* Proefi were anciently 3 few impreflEons taken off in the 
courlc of an tngraver't procels. UxfrweJ a plate in diSerent 
flatei, that he might afccriaiQ how far hit lat>ouM had beeo 
tViccefsful, and when they were complete. The excellence of 
6ich early impreffions, worked with care, and under the ar- 
tifl's eye, occa&onipg them to be greedily ibught after, and. 
liberally paid for, it has been cuftoioary among our modem, 
princiellen to take off a number of tbcm, amounting, pcr- 
l|aps, to hundredt, from every plate of confiderable value) 
and yet their want of i-arenefs has by no mcana abated thejr 
price. On retouching a place, it has been alfo nfual, among 
the fame confeientioui fraternity, to cover the infcription 
which was immediately added after the firCl prooft were ob- 
tained, with flip* of paper, that a number of fecondary proofi 
might alfo be created.

The p<^eflbrs of this March to Fttublej need not 
vehemently lament their want of the original. The 
fpirit of it is moft faithfully transfufed on the copper. 
As to the colouring* it will hardly delight fuch eyes 
as are accuftomed to the pidures of Zqfanii or 
Tniers, To me the punting of the March to Fhubley 
appears hard and heavy* and has much the air of a 
coloured pruit.

IJcft ihiprcffions of the plate. The firft copies of 
Beer-Jireety OinLane, and The Stages of Crueltyy were 
taken off on very thin paper ; but this being objefted 
to, they were afterwards printed on thicker. The 
painter, who in the former of thefe fceiiesls copying 
a bottle frpm ope hanging by him as a pattern", has 
been regarded as a ftroEe of fatire on John Stephen 
IJotard, who (as Mn Walpole obferves) ** could 
*f renJer nothing b'ui what he faw before his eyes." 
It is probable that Hogarth received the firft idea 
for thefe two. prints from" a pair of others by Peter 
Breugel (commonly called Breugel ^enfer, or HelUJb 
Brevgel)j which exhibit 3 contraft of a finiilar kind. 
The one is entitled La grajfe, the other La maigre 
Cuifine, In the firft, all the perfonages are well-fed 
and plump ; in the fecond, they are flarved and 
flender. The latter of them alfo exhibits the figures 
of an emaciated mother and child, fitting on a ftraw- 
mat upon the ground, whom I never faw without 
thinking on the female, &c. in Gin Lane. In iio- 
garShy the fat Englijh blackfmith is infulting the 
gaunt Frenchman; and in Breugel^ the plump cook 
is kicking the lean one out of doors. Qur artift 
w^s not unacquainted with the works of this matter, 
as will appear by an obfervation on the LilUpuiiaiis 
giving Gulliver a cly'fter.

expedation, he proceeded no further in it, and wat 
content to engrave them in hit own coarfe, but ipi- 
rited manner, Impreffioos from the wooden blocks 
are to be had at Mrs. Hcgartb't houfe in Letcefier-^lds, 
This fet of prints^ however, is illuftrated with the 
following verin :

In defence of my former obfervation, 
if fflofiiliftt nfually attempt to reform profligates by writing 
treatiiet of profligacy } or, if paiatert have a r^t to chaf- 
tife indelieacy by exhibiting groli examplei of it in their own 
perfbrmincet ? To become indecent ourfelves, b an unwar- 
rantable redpe for curing indecency in others. The obfceni- 
tiei of Jwvenal have hitherto met with do very fuccefsfiil vin* 
dication : *' Few arc the converts Arttixt hat made." Accor* 
ding to ourcritic'i mode of reafoning, a homicide might nrge 
that the crime of which he ftands accufed, was committed 
only as a fatutary example of the guilt of murder ; nay, thus 
indeed every human offence might be allowed to bring 
with it its own apology.

He left behind him a fecond part, on the &me 
fubjeft ; but hitherto it has been withheld from the 
public. The finiihed Plate is in the puQefEon of 
Mrs. Hogarth. 

There feems, however, no reafon why this de6ga 
ftiould be fuppieflcd. The widow of our ariift is 
happily independent of a court ; nor can aught re- 
lative to the politics of the year 1 76Z, be of confe- 
quence to any party now exilling.

It is fo Angular, that only plates referring to the 
firft and third books of Paradife LaJ, fliould be dif- 
covcrcd with our arrift's name infcribed to them, 
chat I almoft fufpcA they were not executed for any 
edition of that work, but rather for fome oratorio 
or operatical performance founded thereon, though 
neither performed nor printed. An example of two 
prints by Hogarth to a 6ngle dram^ttle -piece, we have 
already met with in Perfetis and Androhiida. 

If the firft of the prflfent defigns was made for the 
feft book of Paradife Loft^ one might aln^oft fwear 
that Hogarth had never read -k, or he could not have 
fallen into the grange abfuiditics and incdierences 
that his engraving difplays. We have on one fide a 
Dsemon exalted in -a kind of pulpit, at the foot of 
which another infernal fpirit lies bound in *chains, 
while a canhon is pointed at bis head. At a dif- 
tance, in the centre of an arcade adorned with fta- 
tora, is a throne with a perfonage feated on it. Over 
his head are little bdngs fupporting an emblem of 
eternity. Stars, &c. appear above th«n. Whether 
this dignified charafter was defigned for ** a fpirit 
** of health, or' goblin damn'd," it is difficult from 
Tiis figure and attributes to determine.

ways wiihes to oblige, ftill affording that preference 
to the connoiiTeur which he withholds from the lefs 
enlightened purchafer. It is fcarce needful to ob- 
fcrye, (hat no man ?ver vifited the ihops of thefe po- 
lite, dealers, without foon fancying hirnfelf entitled. 
to the more creditable of the aforeiaid diftin£tions.. 
Thus becoming adupe to hjs.fEtwn vanity, as well as 
to the artifice of the tradcfnian, he has fpeedily the 
mortification to find his, fuppofedi^rities are to be 
met with in every cpUcftion, and not long afterwards 
on every ftall. The caution may not prove ufelefs 
to thofe who are ambitious to affcri^te the works of 
Hogarth. Such a purfuit needs no apology j for 
furely, of all his fraternity, whether ancient or mo- 
dern, he bent the keeneft eye on the follies and vices 
of mankind, and exprefled them with a degree of 
variety and force, which it would be vain to feek 
among the fatiric compofitions of any other painters. 
In (hort, what is obferved by Hamlet concerning a

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ptiyer's office, otajr, with fyntc {tmrexctptioasf he 
applied to^ the defigrts of Hdgartb. '* Their end,,

I may add, that fincc the appearance of Mr. Wal- 
pd^t Cat^egWtf, a diffiofitidn to attribute feverat 
anonymous plates, on ludicrous fubjeAs, to Hogarth^ 
has betted it&Ff in more than a fingle Inlibuiee''. 
A fuppofition has alfo prevailed that there was a time 
when- Uogarth had- the whole field- of fatire to Him- 
felf, and we coidd boaft of aa defigneis whole per- 
formances could be miftakeo for his own. The latter 
riotion is undoubtally true, if real judges are to de- 
cide; and yet many prints, very itightly impreg- 
nated with humour, continue ta be af£ribed to him. 
It ihbuld therefore- be-obferved, that, at thc/amc pe- 
riod,^ Biekbanif faltdergutbt, Boilard, Gravelet, La- 
gtt£rre the younger, &c. were occaflonally publiflitn 
fatirical ftetches, and engraving hiughable frontis- 
pieces- for books and pamphlets. To many of thefcj 
for various reafons, they forbore to fet their names; 
and'we have at prefent colledon, who, to obtain-the

cafionatty obliterated, to countenance the fame fallacy. 
Copies likewife have been palmed oh the unwary

I was betrayed into an error, 
by having never fecn this plate in its original condi- 
tion. I have fince met with, a fine old impreffioo 
of it (Hogarth fc. annexed, without the verfcs); and 
have therefore tefs reafon for refuling to acknowledge 
it as the work of our artift. How it happened tliat 
the name of Bickham ftiould have been fubfequently 
affixed to it, cannot now be explained. There is, 
however, no great degree of merit in the piece; 
but yet that flruggle for humour, which was "after- 
wards more fuccefsfully exerted by Hogarth, is fuf- 
ficiently apparent throughout the. whole compofition. 
■The parts in which it is obfer\-ed to refemble The 
Beggar's Opera, might have been borrowed fr^ma that 
Print. At the back of an old imprcffion of it, now 
in the poflcffion of Mr. Rogers, I meet with the" name 
of Ecberlan, but am unacquainted with any fuch dc- 
figner or engraver. I may add, that at the period 
when The Oratory muft have been executed, the 
name of Hogarth Vfzs not worth adopting, and there- 
fore I find no caufe for fufpeftbg the authenticity of 
his fignature.

proprictor| refolves not to part with his ware), '&c. &c. 
it is hoped the reader will excufe a few parting 
words of admonition, perhaps" it msy he in the

. fuch'of her hufband's piepes as have remained in her 
dv/ii cuftody from the hoiif of their publication. Let 
the multitude, who of cduffe cannot be fuppfied 
with rticfe, become their own colleSorsv Even ig-

<Sce. It may be urged indeed, that (he proportio- 
nate value pf imprcflions * can be afcertained only by 
thbfe who have examined rijany of them in theii" va- 
rious ftates, with diligence and acutencfs, "Qixt furely 
to qualify ourfelves for efiimating the merit of the 
iuriofities we arfi ambitious to putchafe, id tvlfer 
than to rely altogether on the information of people 
whofe intereft is commcfnly the rcverfe of our own*

cel! the lame reprefentaticm by a meaner buid ? A 
crafty feleftioQ of paper, and a Higbt attention to 
chronology and choice of fubjeds, with the aid of 
the hot-piefs, may, in the end, prove an overmatck 
kt the fagacity df the ableft connoiffeur. A iingle 
detedion of fuch a forgery, would at leaft give rife 
to fufpicions that might operate ev»i where no fal- 
lacy h^ been defigned. How m»iy fraudulent tmi- 
tatioas of the iinaUer wM'ks of Rembrandt are known 
to have been Circulated with fuccefs ! — But it may 

. be aflted, perhaps, from what fource the author of 
this pamphlet derives his knowledge of fuch tranf- 
-aSions. His anfwer is, from the majority of col- 
leftors whom he has talked with in'confequenceof

Jf N. had once thoughts of adding a lift of die 
copies made from the ^orks of Hogarth ; but finding 
them to be numerous, beyond cxpcdadon, has- deT 
fifted from a talk h:e could not eafily accompIUfa. 
This purfuit, however, has enabled him to fuggeft 
yet another caution to his headers. Some of the eiarly 
invaders of Hegiirtb^i property, were lefs audacioui 
thao the reft; and forbearing^ to make exadt imita- 
tions of hss. plates, were content with only borrowing 
particular <;ircumftances from each of them, which 
they wQrked up into a iimilar ftible. A fet of the 
Rake's P.rogrefif 14 which the figures were tbus dif- 
guifed and differently grouped, has been lately found. 
But fince the rage of coUeftion brqke out with its 
prefent vehemence, thofe dealers who havet met 
with any fuch diverfified copies, have been defirous 
pf putting them off either as the firfl: thoughts of 
Hogarth, or as phe inferior produiStions of elder ar- 
lifts on whofe defigns he had improved. There is 
slfo a very fmail fet of l)xs Rake's Pregrefsftt^hsdi

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' suid executed with the varieties already mentionedi 
and eree this has been ofTered to fale under the for* 
met of thcfc defcriptions.

It may not be impertinent to conclude thefe cau- 
tions -with another notice for the benefit of unexpe- 
tienced coUedors, who in their choice of prints ufu- 
aHy prefer the blackcft. The earlieft copies of Ho- 
garth'i works are often fainter than fuch as have beea 
retouched. The excellence of the former confifts 
in cleamcfs as well as ftrcngth ; but ftrength only is 
the charafteriftic of the latter. The firft and third 
copies of the Harlot's Pregrefs will abundantly illi^"- 
trate my remark, which however is confined to 
good icnpreffioos of the plates in either ^te \ for fomc 
are now to be met with that no more poiTefs the re- 
commendation of tranfparency than that of force. I 
may pdd, that when pla):es are much worn, it is cuf- 
tomary to load them with a double quantity of co- 
lour, that their weaknefs, as far as poIBble, may ef- 
cape the eye of tjie purchafer. T^i^s praftice the 
copper-plate printers fafetioufly entitle — coaxing i 
and by the aid of it, the deeper ftrokes of the graver 
which are not wholly obliterated, become closed 
with ink, while every finer trace, which was of a na- 
ture lefs permanent, is no longer vifible. Thus m 
the modern proofs of Garrick in King Richard III. 
the armour, tent, and habit,' continue to have confi- 
derable ftrength, though the delicate markings in

To the original paindngs of Hogarth already eou* 
tneraced may be added a Breakfaft-ptece, preferved 
in Hiil-Streett Berkeley-Square, in the p<^effioQ ,of 
IViUiam Strode, Ef^ of Neriiaztt, HertJ. It contains 
jwrtraits of his father the late William Strode, Efq; 
bis mother Lady Jnne (who was fitter to die lat? 
Earl of Salijbury), Colonel Strode^ and Dr. Arthur 
Smith (afterwards Archbifhop o£Dahlin'). Two dc^ 
are introduced, one belonging to Mr. Strode^ ■ the

As this pamphlet profeffes to treat of every thing • 
neceflar}' to a collection of Hogarth's works I may 
add that the dealers fumifhcd with the grcateft vari- 
ety of his uncommon pieces, are Mr. Hooper 
at the corner of Armdel Street in Tbe Strand^ and 
Jlr.

TliE following letter, printed in The Publie Ai'

"-when he became ftark-bliod), at leaft it had not' 
" tbe uncommon vivacity of the otlur. His lan- 
" guagc was full of energy, but loaded with foreign 
** idioms. His conVerfation was feafooed fufficientiy 
*' with.fatire and irooy, which he was not afraid to 
" difpUiy, though he ought never to have forgot 
" tbw he was once a propar fiibjeft for it. He 
" built I he planted;- he had almoft *fram th'C 
" G<d«r of Lehamn to the hyflbp that groweth ' 
•• upoft the wall,' m his bob-boufe, green-houfe, 
(( and garden. If he was not deep in every art and ' 
** icience (for even bis long life Was not fuffictent 
*' for univerfal attainment), he cannot be reckoned 
<" to have been ignorant of any thing. He was ad- ' 
4 ** mired 
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"' mired for his knowledge in architefture, in gar- 
*' denihg, and in botany, by thofe who fhould have 
** beep above flattery. But praife, from whatever 
*' quarter it comes, is of an intoxicating' natm^. 
" Thofe who found out that he loved prajfe, took 
** care he fliould have enough of it. He kept a lift 
■" of the' wretched and the indigent, whom he con-" 
" ftantly maintained; an^ their names might be 
'* written alphabetically. The poor o£ Southampton 
" know they have loft their beft friend. Call it, 
**' reader, oftentation or vanity, if you will ; but till 
*' you know it did not proceed from his goodnefs " 
** of heart, this tributary pen conflders his giving 
•* away his money to relieve the neceflitous, as 3 
" fpark of the fplrlt of the Mao of Rc/sj or the Man 
" at Bath.' He was all his life too much addifl:e4 
" to amours, and fometimes with' the lower part of 
** the'fex. His converfatlon, which he was always 
** able to make entertaining and Inftru£tive, was too 
*' often tinftured with double entendre (a vice tha^ 
** encreafes with age), but hardly ever With pro- - 
'* phanenefs. He may be thought to have copied 
'• Hermlppus, arid to have confidered women as th^ 
** prolongers of life. How far he was made a dup^ 
•* by any of them at laft, is not neceflary for relation., 
*^ He died, as he lived, without fear; for to his. 
'* ftanciers-by he gave no fign of a ruffled .mind, or 
'• a difturbed confcisnce, in his laft moments.

" If the preceding memoir of. 5'/. /^n(i!rf' had. nQt

■ to the prefs with fo much precipitancy, the w^fitej, 
' by a fecbnd recolIe£tioD, might .have made fup- 
^ plementaiy anecdotes lei's neceffary. Whilft St. 
' i^«rfrf was bafking ii^ the fun-fliine of public £^- 
' vour in' Norihumherland-Cdurt, near Charing-Crojf^ 
' under pretence of being wanted in his profePiqp 
' at fome houfe in the neighbourhood, he was huf^ 

■ ried through fo many paflages, and up and dowQ) 
' fo many ftairTcafes, that he di^ not. know where Ij? 
' was, nor what the urttoward fcene was to.end ig, 
' .till the horrid conclufion prefented itfelf, of which 
' he published an extraordinary account in the Gat 
" zette of Fei. 23, 1724-5, no lefs than of his being 
' poifon'ed, and of his more extraordinary recovery, 
'■ Such uncommon men muft be vifited through, life 

■ with uncommon incidents. The bowl of poifoft 

■ iliuft have been for ever ptefent .to his imagin^i 
' tton. Socrates himfelf cduld'not exped; morfi 

■ certain deltr.iiftigo from the npxious draught hft 
' was forced'to takp down, than feemed inevitably 
■■to ^t\ Andre. Nay, a double death fe^nis to havft 
' threatened him. Probably it was rot any public; (% 

■ pr.ivate Virtue, for which Socrates was famous, ^ncJL 

■ which bccafioned Jiim tc fuffer, that endangered 

■ our hero's life. His conflitution was fo good, 
' that he got the better of the infernal potion. The 

*' truth 
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truth and cir'cum (lances of the ftory could only , 
' be known to hjmfelf, who authenticated it upon . 

■ oath, riis narrative partakes of the marvellous j 

■ and the reader of July, 1781, is left in total igno-. 

■ ranee of the ador, gnd the provocation to fuch a 
' barbarous termination. His cafe was reported, 

■ and he was attended, by the ableft of the faculty : 
' and the Privy Coancil iflued a reward of two hun- 
' dred pounds towards a difcovery. A note in the 

■ fecond fupplemental volume of Swift informed 

■ the writer of this iketch, a day or two ago (who 

' takes to himfclf the reproof of Prior, * Authors,; 

■ before they write, fliould read !'), that St. Andre : 
' was convinced he had been impofed upon refpeift- 

' ing the woman of Godaimin, and " that he apolo- 

■ gifed handfomely to the public in an advertife- 
'■ ment, dated Dec. 8, 1726. — ' He's half abfolv'd, 

■ who has confcft.' — In the autumn, before the heat 
' of the towii-ralk on this alfair was over, he was 
' fent for to attend Mr. Pope, who, on his return 
' home from Dawley in Lord BoHngbroke's C0E\9h 
' and fix, was overturned in a river, and loft the ufe 

' of two fingers of hi^ left-hand .(happy for the . 
' lovers of poetry they were not the fervants of the 
' right one I) and gave him afliirance, that none of 
' the broken glafs was likely to be fatal to him. It 
' is highly improbable, that Pope and Bolingbroke 
' would have fufFered St. Andre tp have come near 
' them, if he had been branded as a cheat and an 
' impoftor. He died mManh, 1776, having fur- 
B b 3 " vlvcd 
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** vived all hU contemporary enemies, an^, which is 
*' the confequeoce of living long, moft of his ancient , 
•* friends. Such men do nor arife every day for our 
** cenfure or our applaufe ; to gratify the pen or the 
" pencil of character or caricature. He may be 
** confidered, as Voltaire pronounces of Charles the 
" Twelfth, an extraordinary, rather than a great 
•* man, and 6tter to be admired than imitated. 

" Impartial.'* 

In the firft place, I avow that the epithet rwtariotts 
was not meant to be employed in the milder fenfe of 
Lord Clarendon. Had I undertaken to compile the 
life of a man eminent for virtue, I ihould have been 
happy to haver borrowed the fofter application of the 
aforcfaid term from our noble hiflorian. But having 
engaged to delineate a mere impoAor's charader, 
there is greater propriety in adopting the difputed 
word with that conftant fignification affixed to it by 
the biographers of Bet Cantiing, or Ftinny the Phan- 
tom of Cock-Lam.'-l fliall abfolve myfelf no farther 
from the chsrgeof "malice," than by obferving 
that there are always people who think Jemewhat 
much too rough has heenfaid efChartrts. 

The dead, declares our apologift, defervc jufticc 
as well as their furvivcrs. This is an uncontefled 
truth ; nor will the prtccpt be violated by me. I 
may obferve however, v^ ith impunity, that the inte- 
refts of the living, for whofe fake a line of fepara- 
tion between good and bad charaftcrs is drawn, ftiould 

be 
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be confulted, rather than the memories of the flag!- 
tious, who can no longer be affeded by human pratfe 
or cenfure, fhould be fpared. 
' Our apcdogift next aflures us, that perhaps more 
tendemefs is due to a foreigner than lo a native. 
The boaftcd amer patria is not very confpicuous in 
this remark, which indeed was dropped, to as little 
purpofe, by a learned council on the trial of the 
French Spy who was lately executed. 

" Next to his countryman Heidegger," adds our 
apologift, ** Mr. St. Jrtdre became the moft confider- 
** able perfon that has been imported from Szvitzer- 
" land." To judge of the comparative value of the 
latter, we muft eftimate the merits of the former. 
Heidegger is known to us only by the uncommon ug- 
lioefi of his vifage, and his adroitnefs in conduffing 
Operas and Majqucradcs. If St. AndrS is to be re- 
garded as a perfon ftill lefs confiderable than Heidegger, 
can his confequence be rated very high ? 

That St. Andri arrived here in a menial Nation, Is 
not improbable. The fervility of his youth afforded 
a natural introduflion to the infolence of his riper 
years. He was indeed (if 1 am not mis-informed) 
of the feme family with the fencing and danclng- 
mafter whom Dryden has immortalized in Mac- 
Flecknoe ; 

" St. AndrP'i feet ne'er kept more equal time ;" 

and was intended for the fame profeffions ; a circum- 

flance often hinted at by his opponents during the 

Rabbit controverfy. Having been thus early in-

flruSed in the management of. the foil and kitt, no 
marvel (h^t he fo often prated ab^ut .the art of de- 
fence, or that " his gratitude )}0- fais benefaftors" 
broke oui; in the language of a minuet or a rigadoon. 
That he bjecame famous enough io, l^is prpfeflioa 
to have anatomical works occafiooaliy dedicated tcf 
him, will eafily obtain credit among pur apoli^ift's 
readers ; for many o( them muft have feen a book 
on furgery infcribed to Dr. Reck^ a .political poem 
addrelTed to Buckhorfe, and a treatifq on religion 
flieltering itfelf under the patronage qf the late Lord 
Baltimore. St. Andre, however, was not the earlieft 
reader of anatomical Icftures in London. Bujftmt- 
the furgcon who attcrided G«i/iiir J, (the aflaffip.qf 
Hiirtey), was our hero's predeceflbr in this office, and 
I am told even he was not the firft who offered public 
inltrutftions to the ftudents af our hofpitals. Dr. 
Hunter, who has been applied to for intelligence on- 
this occafion, declares that he never defcribed Si, 
Andf^e as " the wonder of his time," but as a jnan 
who had paffed through no regular courfe of fludy, ^ 
.and was cofiipetent only tn the article gf injeftions, 
a talk as happily fuited to riiinute abilities as t^ 
thpfe of a larger grafp. 

JSmilium circa ludum faber iiims et ungues 
Exprimet, et molUs imitabitur <sre capilm. 
The art of puihing fluids through the vefiels, was 
at that period a fecret moft fcrupulQufly kept by th^ 
few who were in pplIcjEoa of it, fo that a great ihow 
might be made at the expence of little real know- 
ledge. I am alfo infcrmedj that St. Andri, like the 
workman 
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workman defcribed by Horace, had no general com- 
prchenfion of any fubjed;, but was unable to have 
put two propofitions together :-^that he neither ex- 
tended the bounds of the chirurgical art by difco- 
veries,. nor performed any extraordinary cures ; and, 
boafting fomewhcrc that he Lad detefted veffels in 
the cuticle or fcarf-ftin, a foreigner of eminence in 
the fame profcffion, offered (through the medium of 
a printed book) tt> lay him a wager of it, a challenge 
which he prudently declined. I am alfo told, that 
when folicitedto exhibit his preparations, he always 
declared the majority of them to have been deftroyed 
IB a fire. What remain, I am inftrufted to add, de- 
ferve little or no commendation. Thus, on enquiry, 
finks our *' enthufiaft in anatomy" down to a frigid 
dabbler in the fcience ; while his " noble prepara- ■ 
*f tions, which he was continually improving," dwin- 
dle into' minutia of fcarce any value. 

Though the dreadful crime which is indiftiniSIy 
mentioned in the text of the foregoing pamphlet, has 
been alluded to with lefs referve by the apologift of 
5/. Andre, it fhall be explained no further on the 
prefent occafion. Many are the common avenues to, 
death, and why fliould we point out with minuteneft 
fuch as we hope will never be explored again ? Till 
I perufed the defence fo often referred to, I had not 
even fufpefted that the ** poifonlng wife" * bore the 
leaft allufion to any particular circumftance on the

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records of criEtunal gallantry ; nor^ without ftronger 
proofs than are fumiihed by thU expreflSon (perhaps 
a random one), fliall i be witting to allot the finatlell 
fliare of blame to the Lady, fuch atone excepted as 
mufi unavoidably arife from her orer^hally marriage, 
vhicb was folemnized at Heffan near Haunfiow in Mid- 
dteftx, on the ayth of A^<y, 1730. This aft, how- 
erer, as well as her derogation from rank, being 
mere offences againft human cufloms, are cc^Izable 
only upon earth. — By *' the wifer and more candid 
*' part of mankind," who fiifpcAed do harm 
throughout SU Andre's conduA in this affair, I fup- 
pofe our apcJogift means any fet of people who bad 
imbitied {^i^udices 6milar to his own, and thought 
and fpoke about his hero with equal partiality and 
tenderoefl. But the Memoir on which thefe remarks 
arc founded, proves at leaft that what J. N. had 
hinted concerning the death of Mr. Mofytuux *, was 

of 

* WbilA the above page was prepariug for the prefs, the fol- 
lowing particulars of thU gencteman's family appeared id the 
public piinti I '* Mr. Afe/fiteux, who was equally the friend of 
liberty and Uteratiire, was founder of a focieiy in Ireland, in 
imitation of the Royal { (as was his Dcphcw, the ReV. Dr. 
Madden, of the Dublin SocietyO His genius was celebrated 
by l-ocke, and other fages of thofe days ; and hii patriotifm 
was rewar<!ed with the fucceflive reprei'entation of the City 
and Univerfity of Duhliti, with other pods of great truil, 
from the Revolution to bis death. He married the daughter 
of Sir fVilliam DomviUe, attorney-general of Irtland in the 
reign of Charln the Second, and niece of Sir Thomas Leake, 
of CatiKOns in Mlddlefex, by whom he had an only fon, Samufl 
Molyiieux, E'.q; fecretary to his laie Majafty when Prince of 
Jf'oUs, a lord of the Admiralty, and member of parliament 
both in G real 'Britain-ami Ireland, who refeinbled bis jlluftriooi 
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was of no recent inveotion. So far from it indeed, 
that St. Andri was openly taxed with having been 
the fole caufe of it, in a public news-paper (I think 
one of the Gazetteers), by the Rev. Dr. Madden^ 
the celebrated Ir^ patriot, who fubfcribed his name 
to his advertifemciit *. It is related (I know not how 
truly) that on this account our hero profecuted and 
'* got the better of his adverfary," whofe accufation 
was unfuppbned by fuch proofs as the ftridtnefs of law 
requires. How many culprits, about whofe guilt nei- 
ther judge nor jury entertains the fmalleft fcruple, 
efcape with equal triumph through a fimilar defeat 
of evidence ! I may add, that fo ferious a charge 
would never have been lightly made by a divine of 
Dr. Madden's rank and diaraAcr. 

All that is faid on the fubjeft of family honours 
to which 5/. Andre viii.% entitled, his gratitude to his 
father, what he gave to the celebrated Gcminiani " in 

father in his purfuits of phitnfophical kQowIedge, which he 
many years, until engaged in political bufind's, profeciitcd 
with great application at hi> feat at Kew, now his Majefty's, 
xnd prefentcd a tclefcopc of hii own conrtruftron to the King 
oi Portugal; his perhepi fatal acquaintance wiih and patro- 
nage of St. jlndre will make his name long rerpemliered. 
Leaving no ifiue by his wife, who married St. Andre, and Used 
iBMiy years, the eftate of Mr. Molyneux fell at her death tt> 
hit coufin-gcrman and her god-fon, the right honourable Sir 
Capel MtlynttiXf member at piefent of the Iri/h parliament, 
Itnd a privycounfcllor, only fuiViving fon of Mr. Molyneux 
lather's next brother. Sir Ihomaf Molyneux, bart. whom, 
■thronifh regard for his nephew, hia late Majefty created the 
Grff Iri/h baronet upon his acccllion to the throne." 
• This gcntlc^iian was nearly related lo Mr. Moljncux. 
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•' one fum of gencrofity,"- mufl: be admitted with 
caution, for truth was by no means the charadteriftic 
of our hero's narrations. Thefe circumftances there- 
fore may be regarded as gafconadey of his own. The 
author of the defence pretends not to have'received 
any part of his information from St. Andre's country- 
men or contemporaries ; but on the contrary, con- 
feffes that both his early friends and enemies had 
long been dead. 

The affair of the Rabbit-breeder has no need of 
fprthcr illuftratioft. Several ballads, pamphlets, prints, 
&c, on the fubjeti, bear abundant tcilimony to 5/. 
Andre's merits throughout that bulinefs, as well as 
to the final opinion entertained of him by his con- 
temporaries, after Chffeldett^ by order of Queen Caro- 
line, had affiftcd in difcovering ihe deceit. HerMa- 
jefty .was urged to this ftep by finding the plaufibl- 
lity of our hero had impofed on the King, and that 
fome of the pregnant ladies about her own perfon 
began to cxprcfs their fears pf bringing imp the 
world an unnatural progeny. — If Mr. Boyle was oc- 
cafionaliy miflcd, his errors were foon abforbcd in 
the blaze of his moral and literary excellence. S/^ ■ 
.-indre's blunder, alas ! had no fuch happy means of 
redemption. His credulity indeed was not confined' 
to tliii fingle tninfafiion. The following is a well- 
iittcfted ftory — Two gentlemen At Southampton, who 
felt an iiiclinaiion to banter him, brolie a nutfliell 
":;;i!nder, filled the cavity with a brgc fwari-fhot, ami ' 
cioftd up the whole with gUic fo nicely that no 
2 marks 
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marjts o£feparatipn could,b^:detefted»- Thlsflurior 
fitjr, .as [hey were walking ,wirfi St,- Andre j onp ef 
them prptended to pick up, . admiring it as a nut 
;uncDmmonly hea:vjf as well as beautiful. Our hero 
fwatlowed the b^t, ^ffei^ed the fulyeij, difc.overed 
the lead, but pot the unpofition,. ^njJ ^hen proceeded 
to apcpimt philofophipally for fo ftrange a phaentMne- 
non. .The ipq;i;y,wags could fcarce.reftrain their 
laughter,- and foon quitted, his company to. enjoy, the 
fuccefs of a "flratflgepi they had fo adroitly praftifed 
on h'15 ignorance and culHbility. 

Wpre there any ^colour for fuppofing be had pa- 
tronized the fraud relative to Mary Toftiy with dc^n 
to ruin others of his profeflion-(an.rnfinuation-tO'hi* 
tiifcredit which the foregoing pamphlet had tiof fufr; 
niflied),, it was buj juft that he Ihould fall by his 
own malevolence and treachery. ,From the iijiputa- 
lion of a fcherne^,jefembling that cpntrived by the: 
Diike of -Monta^, jiis want of equal wit will; fuffi-. 
ciently abfolv-e IjiFiiJ - - . 

.^Tl^at rabl^its never were permitted ^to 3ppe?r-. at 
any table where he di;ned,,is a ftrong^mark of thfi 
adula^on^paicito. hJin by his entertainers. I hofe, 
for fimilar..reafons, had he beai feiaed. wit^h hi»;bft, 
illnefs in London (that his organs of. j^earingrflBJghfr 
cfcape an^-eqiial ihpc^), l>is ;att«p<iartts wpijld' hoe 
have called any phyfician named f^arvfi« ' to: his bfid-J 
fide, fummoned an. attorney from Cf/vj-Cw^riiCfiay^ 
Inn to have made his- will, ,or fent.for ^hp>Rey> Mi;-*- 
Bunny to pray by him. The baniihment of rabbits 
however. 
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■however, from a neighbourhood that affords them 
in the higheft' perfeftion, was a circumftance that 
might as juftly have been complained of, as Tjihago- 
faft prohibition of beans, had it been publilhed in 
txicefierjbtre^ I heartily wilh that the circumftantial 
author of the preceding epiftle, to relieve any doubts 
by which futurity may be perplexed, had informed 
' us whether St. Andre was an eater of toafted cheefc, 
or not ; and if it was never aiked for by its common 
title of a Welch Rabbit within his hearing. 

That he wrote anything, unlefs by proxy, ■ or with 
much affiftance, may reafonably be doubted; for the 
pamphlets that pafs under bis name are divefted of 
thofc foreign idioms that marked his converfatJon. 
Indeed, if I may believe fome fpecimens of his pri- 
Tate correfpondenee, he was unacquainted with the 
very orthography of bur language. The infalence 
of this Ihallow Svfitzer'i attempt to banter Meard, we 
may im^ne, was treated with contempt, as the 
work defcribed has not been handed down to us ; and 
few tradts are permitted to be fcarce forany oAer 
reafon than bei^ufe they are worthlefs. 

It is n€xt remarked by our apologift that 5/, jfe- 
drft " confidence, 8ec. made' him fupcrior to all 
** clamour ; aid fo that people did but talk about 
** him, he did not feem to care what they talked 
*' againtl him." This is no more, in other language, 
than to declare that his impudence and vanity were 
well incoportkined to each other, and that a bad cha- 

rader 
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n&a wssto him as welcome as t good one. He did 
DOt, it feems, jcnain the Poet's prayer, 

Graat me an honeft fame, or grant me none ! 
but was of opinion, as his apologifl: tikenife admits, 
that wealth was an ample counterbalance to the lof« 
of repatation.— That he might evade accufation (as,' 
I have already obferved) in one particular inftance, 
and therefore recover damages, is no proof of his- 
' Innocence, that his general coodud would admit of 
defence, or that much of the manifold cenfucfc 
pa&d upon him had no foundation. 

How Xxird Peterborough happened to become his 
patron, Sec. may be accounted fbr without any great 
degree of credit to either party. His lordfliip (as 
Lord Orrery obferves) ** in his- private life and con- 
•* daft differed from moft men ;" and having often ' 
ca{siciou3 difputea-with the court, was fure to favour' 
thofe who,' like St. Andrff had been difmiOed from 
its fervice. Our hero's mufical talents indeed, if 
they were fuch as they have been reprefented, might ■ 
procure him accefs to his lordfliip and many other ■ 
noble adepts in the lublime and ufeftil fcience of' 
harmwiy. The lovers of a tune urge no fevere ea- ■ 
quiries concerning the heart of a fidier. If he be 
a mercenary, while he teaches female pupilsj he is. 
watched ; and if he performs in concerts, he is paid. 
If above pecuniary gratifications, he is rewarded with ' 
hyperbolical c<»np]iments. Articulate for inarti- 
culate founds are ample retribution. 

His defender adds, that he was vifited by all 
ftrangen and foreigners. It will be fuppofed then 
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that his houfc was never free, firom company. May 
we not rather thinks that if hewasjat any time'faughc 
after by thefc- peregrine worthies, &c. it was becaufe 
the keepers of inns and miftreOes of boarding-houfes 
bad been tnftrufted to dLSeminate attradive tales of 
fais " capaMy in all kinds," his curiofities and good 
. dinners ?■ Bcfide3,..all foreigners who have arrived in 
England have not travelled to Soutbampton, and cdn- 
fequently could not have ifecn St. Andri,. v/ho for" 
upwards of the laft twenty years of his life had re- 
fided only there, .it is nearer the truth to fay that 
not a fingle Frinchman, ide. in fifty thoufandj ever 
heard of- his name. 

That " his profeffion as a furgeon, in a reafonable 
" term of years, would probably have put more 
** money in his pocket" than he giained by Hs union 
with Lady Betty Molyneux (i.e. ^50,000. a fum that 
elevated him into a ftatc little fiiort of madncfs) l- 
cannot believe. The blaft his reputation had rcceL- 
ved refpedhig the bufinefsat GodaUaing, being fcr 
cended by his^expulfion from court, he muft hare 
felt his bufinefs on the decline. Indeed I am told 
that he ftaid long enough in town to try the experi- 
ment. Marriage therefore might have been his der- 
nier refort. ■ ■ : 

. The exaggerations of this impofior's gcnerofity and 
aocomplifhments,' which are next brought forwatd 
by his panegyriil with no fmall degree of poiftp, are 
fuch as we may fuppofe himfelf would have furnifh' 
ed, had he undertaken, like the Chevalier Te'^rith 
compile

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'Cver, often ftrive to redeem themTelves by affe&atio^ 
of liberality. Few are more gene'rops than opulent 
wantons toward their decline, of lif^ who thus at- 
tempt to recover that rcfpeft which they are confcU 
ous pf havHJg forfeited by the mifdecds of theif 
youth. The benefaftions of fuch people may ifl 
truth be confidered as expiatory facrifices for palt 
offences, having no foundation in a natural propeo- 
fity to relieve thp tindigent* or indulge ^he hesxt in 
the nobleft luxury* that of doiqg gopd. 

St. Andre was accjjfed in 7. iV"^ patnphlet of hav- 
ing frequently larded his pleafantry with obfcene.eir 
preffions.. This.i^.^ ttutb^wbich bis de&nder makes 
not the llightefi dTort to deny ; but .adds, that iu^ 
converfation was AW^w'wtinaured with propbanc* 
ne£s. We hence at leaft may infer that our bero*^ 
humour had fmetimes this imperfe&ion, which in- 
deed might have;efcftped notice, but for the zeal of 
his apologift. — ^As I am on this fubjefl, I cannot foe- 
jear to mention a particular in Mr. St. Andrh befai^ 
;iour, which hitherto has been overlooked. Whe^ 
it any time he received a reproof from women ,ojf 
enfe» faihion,.apd charadsr^ whofe ears he had ia- 
lilted with his ribatdrjr^ his, confidence In a momeu 
brfook him, nor had he a word to oSer in sxtenuzi 
ion of his ofi«ice. .My informant has more than 
nee beheld, with fecret fadsfaflion, how effbaually 
he frowu of fteady virtue could awe this. "mighty 
' impudent" into fitence. Notwittf ftandinding wha^ 
9<i{ b.^n .already faid concerning thitt; indifiference to 
, . , C c 3 cenfurc 
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fcenfure which appeared In him towards the end of 
his life, I am mis-informed, if at an earlier period 
he was able to brave the ridicule of the place where 
he had been once employed and careflbd. When 
the imputations confequent on his marriage, &c. had 
tendered him ftill lefs an objefl: of refpeft, he retired 
with his bride, and amufed hiipfelf at a diftance from 
'London with additions to his houfe, and improve- 
ments' in his garden ; nor did he appear in public 
again till what was knowb and fui^fted of him had 
teafcd to be the objeft of general enquiry and ani- 
inadverfion. . . 

It is diffitalt for a profligate man of an amorous 
conftitutiob to grow old with decency. J. N't 
pamphlet had taxed Si. JndrS with lafcivioufnefs 
unbecoming his years. This is filently admitted by 
his apologiA, who adds, that the intrigues of his 
hero were ** fomctimes with the lower part of the 
« fex." He gives us reafdri alfo to fuppofe that ou^ 
tntiquated cnamorato was a diipe to females in the 
very laft ftage of a life fo unufually protratted. Is 
Si. Andrfft memory much' honoured by fuch revela- 
tions ? Do not circumftances like thefe increafe that 
flock of ** injurious infinuations" which our apolo-. 
gift profefles to dhninift ? 

' Our panegyrift; more than ortce in the courfe of 
his letter, has expreffed himfelf in favourable term? 
of St. Andrfs colloquial talents. Now as the me- 
mory of my entertaining opponent in rcfpefl: to cir- 
cumftances is remarkably tenacious, 'tis pity be has 
preferred 
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f referved no fplendid ebuUidon of his hero's wit, no 
fample of that fatire and irony that leafoned his con* 
Teriktbn, or of that wifdom which fo often rendered 
it inftrudive, I flatter myfelf, that if any fpecltnetn 
of'thefe difiinft excellencies could have been recol- 
leded> they would certainly have been arranged and 
recorded. 

That St. Attdri expired without figns of terror, is 
but a doubtful proof of his innocence. Being, at 
beft, a free-thinker, he might regard death as anni< 
hilation, might have been infenfible to-its immediate 
approaches, or have encountered it with a conflltu- 
tional firmnefs that w^s rathw the gift of nature than 
the refult of confcience undifturbcd. He who is 
become indifferent to the value of reputation, will 
not eafily be inclined to fuppofe that a want of the 
virtues on which it ii founded^ will be puhifhed in 
a future ftate, 



THE whole narrative publiflied by St. Andri in 
1723, was confidered by his contemporaries as an 
oftentatious falfehood, invented only to render him 
an obje& of attention and commifcration. It flioul^ 
be remembered that his depofitions were alt deli* 
vered on oath ; and yet, being replete with fafts to* 
tally improbable (for his apolc^ft allows *' they 
** partake of the marvellous"), obtained no credit 
from the world ; a fuificient proof pf the eftimatioh

After the accident Jiad befallen Mr. Pope, on hit 
return from Dawtey in I-ord BoHngbroke's coach', 
St. Andrevisji called._ip, bet^ufe he happened to. be 
the furgeon nearelj at liand. Nq man choofes to be 
fcrupulous in the rnoment of danger, It n^ght be 
urged that out hero had little to boaft on the oc- 
caiipn, becaufe his patient never recovered the ufe 
of his wounded fingers. But this calamity is not 
ftridtly chargeable on St^ Mire's want of fltill ; for 
I have been aflu'red, th^t though he flopped the ef> 
fufion of blood, ihe cpmpletion of the cure was en- 
trufted folely to pother arti^. The TRABBltEERJ 
having received his fee, was not" admitted afecond 
time,into the Poet's C9mpanyr 

To conclude, I differ as much .with dur inigenious 
apol(^ifl at the clofe of his Epiflle as throughout 
iJje .fpregotng parts of it, being of opinion fliat his 
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Berono more deferves to be aJmireJ tixtn io^-ee- 
pied. There b always hazard left wonder ihould" 
generate imtatien, and the world would not be much 
obliged to any circumftSnce that produced a fecond 
being fabricated on the mode) of 5/. Andre.

the above-mentioned anti-miniAerial pieces, appeared in 1762, 
the very year in which our artift was appointed Sefjeant 
Painter. Till that period he is unfufpefled of having engaged 
hu pencil in the fervicc of politicks ; and 7. BaldaiiH 
(perhaps a fictitious name) is not known to have been on 
«ny former occafion his publifher. So much for, the proba- 
bility of Hogarth's having ufliered performances like thefc.
